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Injection well battle may be over for city

The hazardous waste injection wells that residents 
and officials of Romulus have been fighting for more than 
12 years are closer to becoming a reality following a 
Circuit Court decision and an Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) denial. 

On June 21, Ingham County Circuit Court Judge 
William Collette reversed a decision of the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality (MDEQ) to grant a 
brine well extraction permit to Sunoco Oil. 

The permit would have allowed Sunoco Oil to store 
natural gas for future use in the Mount Simon formatioa 
When the gas was in demand, Sunoco would then have 
brought up the gas and replaced it with brine or salt 
water. 

However, with the judgment rendered in favor of 


Environmental Disposal Systems (EDS) a Birmingham 
based company that disposes of hazardous waste, it 
seems as though the fight is all but over for Romulus. 

Environmental Disposal Systems proposes to use the 
wells, which are about 4,200 feet below the surface, to 
hold hazardous liquid wastes-including acids and heavy 
metals like mercury, chromium and nickeL 

Collette found in his decision that, beginning in 1999, 
MDEQ issued two permits under the Natural Resources 
Environmental Protection Act that granted EDS permis¬ 
sion to drill two deep injection wells in Romulus. 
Throughout the last five years, Collette also found that 
EDS had received all of the necessary permits from local, 
state and federal authorities for the project including a 
no-migration exemption permit from the EPA that gave 
EDS permission to begin disposal operation at the site. 

“All of this permitting and the majority of the expenses 
associated with the EDS project were incurred without 


any objection voiced by Sunoco Oil and also well before 
Sunoco Oil ever made any application for its own permit 
for its own activities,” said Collette in his decision. 

Then in Sept 2001, Sunoco Oil applied for a brine well 
extraction permit from the MDEQ. At that time the appli¬ 
cation was reviewed and the MDEQ supervisor denied 
the permit for two reasons, according to Collette. 

“First that Sunoco Oil’s drilling would constitute waste 
because the Mount Simon formation would be comprised 
as a proper repository for the hazardous waste injection 
proposed by EDS,” he said. “Secondly, that there was a 
strong potential that Sunoco Oil’s activities would gener¬ 
ate even more waste because the various hazardous 
materials injected into the formation by EDS could be 
pumped back to the surface by Sunoco Oil’s brine recov¬ 
ery operations.”

Magna moves closer to 
racetrack starting gate

Michigan Downs racetrack is 
in the starting gate in Romulus. 

City council members have 
agreed to set a public hearing 
date regarding the vacation of 
two roads on the proposed site of 
the new racetrack, as requested 
by Magna Entertainment Corp. 
(MEC), developers of the project 

The request to vacate both 
Venoy and Raftary roads 
between Smith and Wick roads 
also gave MEC a chance to 
update council members about 
progress on the project during 
the last five months. 

It was the first time since the 
December vote that Lome 
Kumer, vice president of real 
estate for MEC, has been before 
the Romulus council. 

Kumer said that MEC has 
been working closely with the 
city to move along the approval 
process and that he believes 
they have done a good job. 

“We believe that we will come 
before you in late July with our 


package,” said Kumer. “We 
believe it is at a stage where it is 
ready for your approval and, as 
you know, the vacation of the 
roads is an important part of the 
projecL because without it we 
can not move forward.” 

While the vacation of the 
roads was on the agenda, it 
seemed as if the true question of 
council was ‘When is this race¬ 
track going to happen?’, which 
was made evident by a question 
from Councilman William 
Wadsworth. 

Wadsworth asked Kumer the 
status of the operating racetrack 
license needed from the State of 
Michigan in order for the project 
to move forward. 

Kumer said that he sees it 
like a triangle, in that there are 
three components, two that are 
absolutely needed for the pro¬ 
ject to move forward. 

“The first of which is the 
approval from the City of 
Romulus,” he said. ‘The second 
is the track license from the

Police investigating execution-style killing

Early Saturday morning, 23- 
year-old Romulus resident Kevin 
Tolliver was found dead in the 
basement of the Concorde Club 
Apartments on Niagara Road, 
according to Romulus police. 

Tolliver’s throat had been 
slashed with an unknown cutting 
instrument in what police 
described as an execution-style 
slaying. Police said they think the 


murder took place between 12:30 
a.m. and 1:40 a.m. July 3. 

Tolliver was found by a 20- 
year-old friend who, according to 
police, ran and told his aunt that 
he had discovered Tolliver’s 
body in the basemenL The aunt 
then called police. 

Romulus Police Sgt. Jeff 
Lazarski said the help of the 
community is needed to solve 
this murder 

“We have conducted an exten¬ 
sive investigation,” said Lazarski. 


“We have canvassed the entire 
area and we are following up on 
several leads, but we are asking 
anyone who knows anything 
about this crime to help us solve 
this murder” 

Police have not released 
much of the information about 
the case, including the reason 
Tolliver was at the Concorde 
Apartments. According to 
Tolliver’s girlfriend, Anna 
Damron, he was with her the 
night he was killed. Damron is a 


resident at the apartment com¬ 
plex and said that Tolliver was 
with her in her apartment up 
until about 11:55 p.m. Friday 
nighL 

“He got a phone call and said 
that he would be right back,” she 
said. “Then he left and never 
came back.” 

Damron said that type of 
behavior was not normal for 
Tolliver 

“He was acting distant all day 
and then when he didn’t come

back right away that night I knew 
something was weird,” she said.

Blood donors needed throughout area

uly is a critical month for the Red 
Cross, as blood supplies frequently drop 
to less than a two-day supply. Recently, 
the Southeastern Michigan Red Cross 
said that after the shootings during the 
Detroit fireworks, a hospital requested 
that 30 units of O-negative blood be sent 
to aid in the treatment of the victims. 
That request exhausted the supply of 
this universal blood type and the Red 
Cross was left without any O-negative 
blood to treat other emergencies that 
night 

That example is symptomatic of the 
problems being suffered by the Red 
Cross as a whole, according to Marie 
Mangus, manager of communications 
and marketing for the Southeastern 
Michigan American Red Cross. 

‘The entire state is really way below 
the levels we like to see them,” she said. 

When supplies in the metropolitan 
Detroit area get low, the Red Cross can’t 
rely on other branches within the state 
to fill the void because they often don’t 
have any blood they can spare either. 

“It’s very important that people come 
in to donate, particularly within the next 
week,” said Mangus. She added that if 
levels remain this low, it might even 
become necessary to delay non-emer¬ 
gency surgeries. 

Part of the problem is the result of 
scheduling conflicts, as busy potential 
donors stay busy with seasonal activities 
and don’t make it in to donate. 

Anyone interested in donating blood 
can visit a Red Cross donor center One 
center, looated in Livonia at 36650 Five 
Mile Road, is open from 1 until 7 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday, from 9 am. 


until 3 p.m. Fridays and from 8a.m.-2p.m. 
every Saturday. There is another dona¬ 
tion center located at 41160 Ten Mile in 
Novi. It is open from 1 until 7 p.m. 
Mondays and Thurs-days amd from 8 
a.m. until 2 p.m. Saturdays. 

In addition to the central donor cen¬ 
ters, Red Cross Mobile Units will be col¬ 
lecting blood in several area communi¬ 
ties in the upcoming weeks. Drives will 
take place from 7 am. until 5 p.m. tomor¬ 
row at Garden City Hospital and from 
noon until 6 p.m. at First Presbyterian 
Church in Northville. However, Wayne, 
Westland, Inkster, and Romulus resi¬ 
dents might be more interested in the 
drives that will take place from 8 a.m. 
until 2 p.m. Saturday at St. Mary 
Catholic Church in Wayne and at Divine 
Savior Catholic Church in Westland. 
From 9 a.m. until 3 
p.m.Sunday, Red Cross 
staff will collect dona¬ 
tions at St. John 
Neuman Catholic 
Church in Canton and 
from 2 until 8 p.m. July 
12, St John’s Episcopal 
Church in Plymouth 
will also host a blood 
drive. 

“If that same person 
came in and donated by 
Trima, one person can 
donate the same 
(amount of plasma and 
platelets) as six regular 
donors,” said Johnson.

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Council lives OK to development will IMrat lots

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers approved the preliminary 
site plan and planned develop¬ 
ment area (PDA) agreement for 
the Preserve of Romulus condo¬ 
minium development last week, 
despite concerns from some 
council members. 

The development, which will 
be located on the south side of 
Ecorse Road east of Wayne 
Road, will consist of 205 single¬ 
family site condominiums on 
about 85 acres. Each acre will 
hold a little less than three units, 
opening up 25 acres of the land 


for recreational and landscaping 
uses. 

However, the development 
will place the homes on 60-foot 
lots, something that upset city 
councilmen William Crova and 
William Wadsworth. 

“I’m not happy with the 60- 
foot lots and I haven’t been real 
happy with the 60-foot lots,” 
Crova said. ‘And I believe this 
council hasn’t been real happy 
with 60-foot lots, yet we’ve got a 
development we’re going to go 
forward with that that are con¬ 
trary to the action we took last 
week.” 

Crova is referring to the 
changes that came after a six- 


month moratorium approved by 
the Romulus City Council on 
Dec. 8, 2003. The council 
approved the moratorium in 
part to determine the best way 
to protect the rural neighbor¬ 
hood located south of Wabash, 
west of the CSX railroad, east of 
Hannan and north of 
Pennsylvania 

An impending development, 
from Oreo Investments, would 
have changed the rural nature 
of the neighborhood. 

Just two weeks ago, the coun¬ 
cil voted by a two-thirds majority 
to protect the rural atmosphere 
in that part of the city by amend¬ 
ing the zoning, allowing for larg¬ 


er lot sizes, and creating a new 
rural overlay district 

Wadsworth, who agreed with 
Crova, made it clear that it was 
not the project to which he 
objected. 

“I think it’s a nice project, but 
I don’t like the 60-foot lots. You 
are trying to shove too many 
homes into a small spot when 
you could do the same thing on 
bigger lots.” 

Representatives from the 
Grant-Perry Development Co. 
said that going to a traditional 
80-foot lot size would have had a 
greater impact on the existing 
features of the site and with the 
60-foot lot size there is much 


more space. 

All of the homes within the 
site will include of a two-car 
garage attached to one of five 
floor plans. 

The homes will be anywhere 
from 1,300 to 2,500 square feet 
with a starting price of $180,000 
to $220,000. 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff 
gave his vote of confidence to 
the project 

“I don’t have a problem with 
the 60-foot lots in this area,” he 
said. “There are areas where we 
need to protect the rural and 
there are areas where this pro¬ 
ject fits. I don’t see any prob¬ 
lems.”

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At that point in 2001 the 
MDEQ was opposed to the 
Sunoco Oil project and backed 
the EDS project Then in a 180- 
degree turn, according to 
Collette, the MDEQ reversed 
their decision without any real 
notice to EDS and a revised per¬ 
mit application was submitted by 
Sunoco Oil and approved by the 
MDEQ on May 29,2003. 

This permit approval was fol¬ 
lowed by a letter from Governor 
Jennifer Granholm directed to 
the EPA requesting that the 
agency deny an operating permit 
to EDS, however attorneys for 
MDEQ, according to Collette, 
have continually said during the 
course of the case that they 
believed that both EDS and 
Sunoco Oil uses could be com¬ 
patible in the Mount Simon for¬ 
mation. 

Collette said he found the 
obvious differences between the 
statements made by Granholm 
and the MDEQ, suspect 

“This court acknowledges that 
from the beginning, and through 
the various rounds of litigation 
surrounding this matter, there 
have been changing priorities at 
the MDEQ,” said Collette. 
“Naturally with this type of polit¬ 
ical change, there may be differ¬ 
ing attitudes about highly contro¬ 
versial issues such as the injec¬ 
tion of hazardous waste into the 
substrata. However, the manner 
in which the MDEQ changed its 
position and granted Sunoco 
Oil’s permit caused serious con¬ 
cern not only in this case, but in 
other situations where parties 
seeking permits may be unable 
to rely on those permits in the 
future.” 

Collette further scolded the 
MDEQ and Sunoco Oil for their 
claims of designing their final 
agreement to open the Mount 
Simon formation for use by both 
parties as “illusory”. 

Finally the court found that 
“the original determination of 
the MDEQ to deny the permit 
requested by Sunoco Oil was cor¬ 
rect and that these (the EDS and 
Sunoco Oil) uses are incompati¬ 
ble”. 

This ruling officially made the 
permit granted to Sunoco Oil in 
2003 null and void.

Additionally just four days 
later on June 25. the EPA denied 
a request filed by Sunoco Oil on 
April 15, 2004 to reconsider and 
stay the exemption issued to 
EDS on March 16. The exemp¬ 
tion freed EDS from federal 
restrictions on land disposal of 
hazardous waste for the two 
injection wells. 

Sunoco Oil argued that the 
EPA decision to grant the 
exemption to EDS was not sup¬ 
ported by information that meets 
the reasonable degree of certain¬ 
ty standard, that it was prema¬ 
turely issued and that its 
issuance was in conflict with the 
EPA’s policies for evaluating 
exemption petitions. 

To all of these claims, the 
director of the water division of 
the EPA, Jo-Lynn Traub stated 
“no new information was pre¬ 
sented by Sunoco Oil that would 
cause the EPA to reconsider its 
decision to grant the exemption 
to EDS”. 

Now, opponents of the EDS 
project are at the end of their 
rope. The only hope left is the 
pending decision of the EPA on 
whether or not to renew the 
underground injection control 
permits for EDS. 

Last week, at a public hearing 
hosted by the EPA on the permit 
renewal issue, local state and 
federal representatives, as well 
as Romulus residents, gathered 
together to again voice their 
opposition to the hazardous 
injection wells. 

The EPA will continue to 
accept public comment on the 
permit issue until midnight July 
12. All comments should be sent 
to the EPA, Region 5, Office of

The EPA is expected to make 
a decision by fall. 


City looks to improve Homeland Security

The hiring of Marshal 
Johnson is turning out to be a 
good thing for Romulus, accord¬ 
ing to Margaret LeDuc, emer¬ 
gency management coordinator 
for the city. 

Johnson was hired as a solu¬ 
tion area planner, funded by a 
Homeland Security grant in 
April 

“His job was to come into to 
Romulus and help us decide 
what we needed to do to 
increase our readiness in the 
department of Homeland 
Security,” said LeDuc. “And that 


is just what he has done.” 

Johnson, with the help of 
Romulus officials, has identified 
four broad goals for the city to 
achieve in order to be better pre¬ 
pared in case of an incident 
LeDuc said the first item is to 
acquire a communication vehi¬ 
cle. This vehicle would be used a 
command post on the scene of 
an event such as an explosion or 
chemical attack. 

Protecting the police, public 
works and fire departments is 
the next goal. LeDuc said that 
more personal protective equip¬ 
ment is needed to be prepared. 

Also on the list is the pur¬ 
chase of firewalls for city com¬ 


puters. 

“Firewalls are a protective 
device used in computer systems 
to prevent hacking into the sys¬ 
tem,” said LeDuc. “It also saves 
important city records and files.” 

Finally, LeDuc said specific 
plans must be developed for 
each city building in the case of 
an incident 

‘This is very important” she 
said. “People need to know what 
to do in the case that something 
does happen in the city.” 

A $256,818 Homeland 
Security grant Romulus 
received earlier this year will be 
used to pay for the improve¬ 
ments.

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State of Michigan.” 

Magna applied for the license 
a two years ago and they feel 
confident that they will be suc¬ 
cessful in the process, said 
Kumer 

One of the issues standing in 
the way of MEC has been a state 


law that one company cannot 
own and operate two racetracks 
in the State of Michigan. 

Magna also owned Great 
Lakes Downs, located in 
Muskegon. 

‘‘That law may be changing, 
but we have a gone a step fur¬ 
ther,” said Kumer. “We are 
divesting ourselves of Great 
Lakes Downs.” 

With this obstacle no longer in 
the way, Kumer said MEC is con¬ 


fident they will receive the track 
license. 

The third component of the 
triangle deals is the proposal to 
allow slot machines in Michigan 
racetracks, an issue that Kumer 
admits is of interest to MEC, but 
is not a necessary piece of the 
puzzle to finalizing the Romulus 
racetrack. 

A public hearing on the mat¬ 
ter has been set for 6:45 p.m. 
Aug 2.

I little respect is due 

Driving by the Thomas C. Brown Central City Park in Westland 
Tuesday morning, it was easy to tell it had recently hosted a major 
event 

There were still some tents on the site, a few recreational vehicles 
nearby and litter everywhere 

Trash was piled near overstuffed garbage cans, dotted the grass, 
pathways and playscape area like ugly freckles. To any not familiar 
with the park and it’s usual level of upkeep, it certainly didn’t present 
a very good first impression. 

But the Westland Summer Festival had shut down Sunday night, 
and concluded with a fireworks display that always packs people into 
the park. Since the city offices were closed on Monday to celebrate the 
holiday, it might be excusable for city workers not to rush out and 
return the park to pre-festival glory, even though we think it would be 
worth the effort 

What’s inexcusable, though, is the way the mess ever reached such 
a level. 

It’s a disturbing trend, evidenced by the number of people who 
claim to be angered by a lack of public recreational spaces and are 
very willing to use them, but take so little care of them when they do. 

Is it so much to ask, really, to pick up after ourselves? 

Is it so much to ask to take a little pride in our public parks and not 
transform them into little more than landfills, ashtrays or toilets? 

Hikers - responsible ones, anyway - have long followed this philos¬ 
ophy under the simple credo: pack in what you pack out It’s designed 
to show respect for the earth, for the scenic vistas they visit It’s 
designed to make everything just as enjoyable for the people that 
come behind them as it is for the ones who went before. 

It was saddening to see the condition of the park, the way it was 
apparently left by residents who crowded in to watch the fireworks 
and cared little for anything else afterward, except a mad dash to beat 
the retreating traffic. 

The park deserves better than that; the people who organize the 
festival and work hard to ensure it runs smoothly deserve better, too. 

It’s a little bit sad to have to remind a civilized community of the 
benefits of picking up after themselves, but that’s what we feel com¬ 
pelled to do. After all, doesn’t everyone have the right to enjoy these 
facilities,equally? 

We’re betting on the voters 

Recently, more than 450 people put their names on a petition 
designed to give Michigan residents the right to decide on the 
future of gaming in Michigan. 

We’d like to add our name to the list 

The issue is such an important one that we feel the decision to 
allow things like additional casinos, the addition of video lottery 
terminals (VTLs) at racetracks is something that should be made by 
the citizenry, rather than the legislature. 

When the City of Romulus recently went to the people to ask for 
approval on both a proposed casino and a new racetrack that could 
include VTLs, we supported that effort We opined that both pro¬ 
jects would be good revenue builders for the community, providing 
money to provide more services, and we stressed that that addition¬ 
al revenue should go to support services that better the quality of 
life for residents of the city. 

A state-wide voter approval does raise some concerns that we 
would certainly want addressed. The primary one is one that has 
already been suggested in the state legislature as lawmakers have 
worked diligently on a bill to allow racetracks to host VTLs. We

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Out of the mouths of babes 


I'm still sometimes stunned at 
the fearlessness of youth. 

But this isn’t about a boy who 
eagerly rockets down the side¬ 
walk on a wobbly bike or makes a 
death- or gravity-defying leap just 
because he can. It’s about the 
openness of children to hurtle 
into social situations that often 
make their parents uncomfort¬ 
able. 

I’ve thought about this often 
while my son Henry and I walk 
around our Wayne neighborhood, 
he on his training-wheeled bike 
and me trying to keep up as best I 
can. 

We usually take a park tour, 
that is, we walk up and down the 
streets to find a park that’s suit¬ 
able for play. There are plenty to 
choose from - there are parks 
about a block in any direction 
from our house - and he’s got 
names for all of them. Attwood 
Park, about two blocks away from 
our house, is called The Big Park. 
Others have names like The 
Boring Park, the Little Park, the 
Fish Park 

So what makes a park ‘suit¬ 
able’ to play in? 

It’s not necessarily the equip¬ 
ment that’s there; Henry can 
occupy himself just as well on an 


old railroad tie as on a bright new 
climbing wall. 

It’s not the cleanliness, either. 
God knows he’s just as happy to 
play at a park littered with ice 
cream wrappings, crushed pop 
bottles and empty pizza boxes as 
he would be at a pristine trash- 
free park Or at least I assume so; 
we haven’t actually found a trash 
free park, but they always look a 
lot better after we leave than they 
do when we arrive, mostly 
because I tend to pick up the 
refuse while I’m cautiously walk¬ 
ing behind him, making sure he 
doesn’t maim himself or decide to 
pick up a rock and play ‘catch’ 
with someone who isn’t looking at 
him. 

What he finds suitable in a 
park is exactly the opposite of 
what I would find suitable when I 
was a 3-year-old and virtually 
everywhere I went, everyone was 
bigger than I was. (In some cases, 
that’s still the case, as my friends 
would point out). 

Anyway, what Henry looks for 
in a park is other people. It does¬ 
n’t matter how big or old the other 
kids are. Henry will rain right up 
into the midst of the group, intro¬ 
duce himself and say: “Do you 
want to play with me?” 


Last week, 
for example, 
we headed 
toward one of 
the boring parks’ because there 
was another little boy and his 
father there. Sure enough. Henry- 
sprinted up, introduced himself to 
the boy and they then chased 
each other around the playscape. 

In the meantime, his father 
and I took turns looking every¬ 
where but at each other; it was an 
elevator-like silence stretched out 
over soft grass and a bright blue 
sky. 

For all practical purposes I 
talk to people for a living, but I 
couldn’t even come up with a way 
to say a simple ‘Hi, how you 
doing.’ 

Weird. 

Sure, I’m a bit proud that the 
little guy tackles situations at 3 1/2 
that haunted me through high 
school and beyond. It gives me 
hope for the future, because it’s 
something I’ve noticed in other 
young children, too, this friendli¬ 
ness that doesn’t first consider 
what race or background a poten¬ 
tial playmate may be. Maybe 
we’re on the way to a friendlier, 
more accepting society, with our 
children leading the way. 



Every cigarette you don’t smoke 


I’m very anti-smoking, though I 
did smoke 10 to 12 cigarettes a day 
until quitting in 1954 So I wasn’t a 
real fanatic, certainly not a two- 
pack-a-day guy. 

I’m thankful that it was a habit I 
didn’t need, and I quit cold turkey. 
Of course, I know quitting is not as 
easy for many smokers because 
smoking is very addictive. But it’s 
very encouraging that so many 
people have quit smoking - or 
never stalled. 

For instance, when I came to 
the big leagues in 1948, 23 or 24 
players on every 25-man roster 
smoked tobacco, chewed it or both. 
Nowadays, the average major 
league team might have one or two 
players who smoke. And most 
players have learned that tobacco 


chewing can be even harder to 
quit because the nicotine gets into 
your system fasten 

So when young people ask me 
about smoking, I tell them it’s far 
easier - and healthier - to never 
start, than it will be to quit For 
smokers who ask for advice on 
how to quit I pass along a novel 
technique another foimer smoker 
once shared with me. He told me 
that every time he got the urge to 
smoke, he thought of all the ciga¬ 
rettes he had not smoked since 
quitting. Each day, the number is 
greater, and provides greater moti¬ 
vation and pride in having quit 
Using his formula. I’m spending 
2004 enjoying the 185.000 ciga¬ 
rettes I did not smoke, since quit¬ 
ting half a century ago.

I didn’t know what she was 
talking about, which is not 
unusual with her She talks fast, 
very fast The next morning, I 
went out for the paper and saw 
the unfinished walk. 

My daughter and I recently 
had a little hassle about me feel¬ 
ing like I was being taken advan¬ 
tage of. To her credit, Annie 


stepped up to the plate and 
asked that I tell her what she 
can do to help me feel better. 

Putting the last dish in the 
cabinet, I thought, hmm, Annie 
could have said something like, 
“I get those when I get back, 
Dad. Just leave the dishes.” 

But, she didn’t, and I didn’t 
ask her to, because I hate asking. 

It then occurred to me that 
washing and drying a pot and 
putting it away made me feel 
good.

I jump from one to 
the other and live with frustra- 
tioa 

I’ll be writing and suddenly 
think of the faucet upstairs. Til 
stop writing, go on line to find a 
part, and then run upstairs to 
get the model number of the 
faucet And, while I’m doing that 
I may remember I forget to call 
someone and stop to call him or 
her 

Life can be very difficult with 
this problem. That is, if I don’t 
laugh at myself and stop every¬ 
thing to do one thing at one time. 

When I do that like with the 
dishes including drying and 
putting away the pots, I feel 
accomplishment, I feel good. 

That’s when I started worry¬ 
ing that my daughter, whom I 
love dearly, thinks like I do. If I 
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can’t get her to 
understand 
how she is 
cheating her¬ 
self out of little pleasures. 
Then... 

Hold on, here. Stay focused 
on you-know-who, that’s right, 
the guy in the mirror. 
Remember, when others see 
something working for you, they 
will tend to try it Especially, if 
they are not told they need to do 
it 

If that doesn’t do it well, I’m 
sure Til figure out a way.

It’s not something that is as 
pressing in Romulus, where a 
racetrack has not previously 
existed 

That’s only one example, 
there are surely dozens more. 

That’s why it’s a good idea to 
let the citizens of the state have 
their say, and to give the local 
municipalities the final word.

An Ordinance to amend the Official Zoning Map of the City of Romulus by 
Rezoning certain properties from Ml Light Industrial District, to M-2 General 
Industrial District. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SHORT TITLE: This ordinance shall be known and cited as the amended 
Zoning Ordinance. 

SECTION 1: To rezone approximately 11.26± acres of parcel 

#82-80-074-01-0147-301 from Ml-Light Industrial District, 
to M-2 General Industrial District. 

Legal description: Land in the City of Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan, described 
as follows: commencing at the West 1/4 comer of Section 19; thence N.01 degree, 
19’18”E. 404.80 feet; thence N.72 degrees, 42’ 16”E. 357.72 feet to point of begin¬ 
ning; thence continuing N.72 degrees, 42’ 16”E. 1092.50 feet; thence; N.57 degrees, 
8’44”W. 538.24; thence Northwesterly along the arc of a curve having a radius of 
2804.79 fee, a distance of 636.01 feet (chord = N.63 degrees, 37’ 35”W., 634.65 
feet); thence S.01 degree, 30’05”W, 895.83 feet to point of beginning. Containing 
11.26± Acres. 

SECTION 2: Severability . Should any word, sentence, phrase or any portion of this 
ordinance be held in any manner invalid by any court of competent 
jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to do so for any 
reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and limited to 
such words, sentence, phrase, or any portion of the ordinance held to 
be so invalid and shall not be construed as effecting the validity of 
any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 3: Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances adopted by the 
City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of this 
ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or inconsistency, hereby 
expressly repealed. 

SECTION 4: Effective Date . This ordinance shall take effect upon publication 
thereof in an official newspaper, which publication shall be made 
when the minutes passing the ordinance are published subject to 
revocation at will of the City of Romulus at any time.

Districts to re-title as: Article VII: RE, R-l A, R-1B, and Rural Character Overlay 
Single Family Residential Districts and amend the opening paragraph to read in full 
as follows.

For all uses permitted in the RE, R-l A, and R-l 13, and Rural Character Overlay 
Districts, other than single-family dwellings, a site plan must be submitted to the 
Planning Commission in accordance with Section 4.03. 

SECTION 4: To Amend Section 7.06, One- and two-family dwelling standards, para¬ 
graph 3, to read in as follows: 

J. Developments in the R-l A and R-1B Districts shall provide five (5) foot 
wide concrete sidewalks as required by the City of Romulus Subdivision 
Ordinance. The requirement to provide sidewalks, curbs, and gutters for 
developments in the RE and Rural Character Overlay districts may be 
waived by the Planning Commission subject to the approval of the City 
Engineer. 


SECTION 5: To Amend Article XXI, Section 21.01, Schedule of regulations, to add a 
new row for the Rural Character Overlay District, to read as follows:

Spider-man spins story 
to ensnare all audiences 

“Do you love me?” 

Mary Jane Watson (Kirsten Dunst) poses the simple, direct question to Peter Parker (Tobey 
Maguire) in the second installment of the Spider-man film franchise, which opened last week 
to record numbers. 

Parker wants to say yes - we can see it in his face, behind the smeared lenses of his glass¬ 
es - but he hesitates because he knows if he does it will open his beloved to a world of 
constant menace, one he inhabits as Spider-man. 

And his life is fraught with menace, from the opening frames of the film. 
They are not super-powered ones; they come in the form of New York dri¬ 
vers, harsh employers that threaten his paltry livelihood, a glint of anger 
when a friend, Harry Osborn (James Franco) questions his relation¬ 
ship to Spider-man, and the feeling of helplessness that Parker 
feels because his Aunt May may soon lose the family home. 

The scenes set the basic premise of the film, and of the 
comic book character that has endured for more than three 
It’s just as hard being Peter Parker as it is being 
Spider-man. 

The character, created by Stan Lee and Steve 
Ditko, was the first in a line of ‘super heroes with 
super problems.’ The idea was that readers would 
better identify with someone who feces many of 
the same problems that we face than they would 
identify with billionaires and their exotic 
weapons or a paragon of virtue from another 
planet 

The film does more than live up to that 
premise; it succeeds it virtually every aspect It is 
the type of movie that comic book lovers have been 
ig for, a film that works as a film, with highly devel¬ 
oped characters whose interaction forms the basis for the film, not the 
admittedly astounding special effects. 

In a nutshell, the story takes up where the first film left off. Parker is about to lose both 
his jobs, one as a pizza delivery man, the other as a photographer for the Daily Bugle. He’s also 
about to fail out of school and hopes that a research project on a Dr. Otto Octavius (Alfred 
Molina) will help bring his grades more in line. 

Osborn, whose firm, Oscorp, is funding Octavius’ experiments, introduces the two, and they 
a quick friendship. That’s before an experiment goes wrong and transforms Octavius into 
Dr Octopus by fusing four semi-intelligent metallic arms onto his torso. 

Add to the mix that Mary Jane is about to marry another man - an astronaut, no less, and 
the son of Parker’s boss, J. J. Jonah Jameson (played to a T by J.K Simmons), and the script 
has everything it needs to flesh out an angst-ridden epic. 

And it does, thanks in large part to the direction of Sam Raimi, who directed the first 
Spider-man movie. Of course it helps to have a Pulitzer prize winning author and self- 
described comic book fan (Michael Chabon) as a contributing writer 

Raimi paces the movie well, and follows all storylines with aplomb. As in the original 
his focus is not on the effects-laden fights between the hero and villain, but rather on 
the characters behind the action. This is a tale told best with vague glances, stammering dia¬ 
logue and subtle expressions; it’s about real people caught up in surreal events. 

Fbr that, it should appeal to even those who avoid movies based on comic books. Fbr fans of

sense unless you open both eyes 
and see the whole picture. 

DeLillo’s writing is lyrical, 
even beautiful, at times but 
beyond the colors and detail 
there is a dark and twisted 
tragedy. It appears that most of 
his short and simple sentences 
are filled with absurd, meaning¬ 
less and at times annoying 
phrases that get in the way of 
the real story. However, an 
author, especially one as 
renowned as DeLillo, wouldn’t 
write anything without it hav¬ 
ing importance. 

While his entire empire 
relies on what the Japanese 
yen does on the fated day, all 
Eric wants to do is get across 
town for a haircut. His 
attempt is continuously thwarted 
as he tries to make through not 
only the hellacious New York 
traffic but also such barricades 
as a presidential motorcade, a 
rap star’s funeral, a violent politi¬ 
cal demonstration and a movie 
set 

A “credible threat”, as his 
security manager says, of his 
assassination lurks in the back¬ 
ground while his wife floats 
through scenes like a ghost He

also receives random visits from 
his oddball staff of theorists, 
security personnel, doctors and 
sexual partners throughout the 
day. 

In the end the limo is just the 
vehicle that transports DeLillo’s 
cargo of American pop culture 
deficiencies—paranoia, mediat¬ 
ed violence, greed, sex, death, 
class, consumerism, alienation 
and materialism—and their 


intricate interplay all in the face 
of one man. 

Cosmopolis is sure to be a hit 
with DeLillo fans but first-time 
DeLillo readers should beware. 
The short, 209 pages, and quick 
read might be convenient while 
stranded at the airport or in 
flight, however, it is by no means 
an easy nor suitable read for 
lounging by the pool or on the 
beach.

High schools across Michigan 
will now be able to offer lacrosse 
as a varsity sport thanks to the 
Michigan High School Athletic 
Association (MHSAA). Officials 
recently announced that lacrosse 
would be a MHSAA sanctioned 
sport, beginning in the spring of 
2005. 

This is good news for athletes 
and students in the Plymouth- 
Canton Community School 
District Until now, lacrosse had 
only been considered a club 
sport with no support from the 
school district, according to 
Georgia Barton, the head of the 
lacrosse booster club. 

Lacrosse aficionados have 
tried to bolster support for the 
sport for several years, now. 

It all started about three years 
ago, Barton said, when student 
and avid lacrosse player Steve 
Oliver moved from Oregon to 


Canton and realized that the dis¬ 
trict didn’t offer lacrosse as a 
sport. He met Nick Ogle, who 
expressed interest in the sport, 
and the two students tried with¬ 
out success to get the school to 
support a team. 

So they started a club, instead, 
said Barton. 

Barton’s son, Brian, also got 
involved after the family moved 
from Ann Arbor. He had played 
the sport for his high school, 
there, Barton said. 

“I was looking for something 
for Brian to do,” she said. 
“Canton didn’t offer lacrosse but I 
had heard about the club. I also 
got involved and started the 
booster club to help pay for the 
kids to compete.” 

As interest in the sport grew, 
so did the club. That’s when Mike 
Costello got involved. He over¬ 
heard Ogle talking about lacrosse 
at church one day and offered his 
skills. Costello had played 
lacrosse for Michigan State 


University and volunteered to 
coach the team. The Church of 
the Nazarene offered free space 
for the team to practice and the 
they were in business. 

Costello, with the help of 
another volunteer coach, Kevin 
Riley, led the team to the 
Division 4 finals during the last 
two years. 

“(Costello and Riley) have 
been the driving forces behind 
this team,” Barton said. “It’s 
amazing how the team went from 
just two boys to two champi¬ 
onship games.” 

Although they didn’t win in 
either final game, she feels that it 


is a promising start for the team. 

The next step is to officially 
register the team with the 
MHSAA with the support of the 
school district. However, Jim 
Ryan, the superintendent of 
Plymouth-Canton schools, said 
there are three things that need 
to be looked at before the district 
can sign off on the paperwork. 

First, the team will be regis¬ 
tered through the MHSAA as a 
unified team. This means that 
students from all three high 
schools in the education park 
will play on one team, he said. 
Second, the district needs to find 
time and space for the new team 


to play and practice. 

He said that since lacrosse is a 
spring sport - along with base¬ 
ball, softball, girls soccer, track 
and boys tennis - finding that 
time and space could be a chal¬ 
lenge. 

The third concern is the fund¬ 
ing necessary to supervise and 
support the team. The school dis¬ 
trict recently laid off all three 
athletics directors, but hired 
them back with a 9 percent cut in 
salary. The district even imple¬ 
mented a new pay-to-play pro¬ 
gram to lessen the blow of the 
constricting state funding cuts, he 
said. 

“I think it will be good for the 
district,” Ryan said. “It’s all about 
connecting, be it sports, band, 
clubs or'drama it will be another 
opportunity for kids to connect 

“I don’t think adding lacrosse 
will hurt other sports as far as 
participation,” he added.

AMENDMENT 1.191 

An Ordinance to amend the Code of Ordinances as amended. City of Romulus, 
Michigan, by amending Appendix “A”, Article IV, Section 4.18 Lots, Yards and 
Open Spaces 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS AS FOLLOWS: 

SHORT TITLE: This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the amended 
Zoning Ordinance. 

SECTION 1: To amend Section 4.18 Lots, yards and open spaces , to read in full as 
follows: 

Section 4.18 Lots, yards and open spaces. 

A. Front setback requirements shall be measured from the road 
right-of-way in accordance with the City’s adopted Master Plan. 

B. No space which for the purpose of a building has been counted or 
calculated as part of a side yard, rear yard, front yard, or other open 
space, including required lot area per dwelling unit, required by this 
Ordinance, may by reason of change in ownership or otherwise, 

be counted or calculated to satisfy or comply with a yard or other 
open space or lot area requirements for any other building if such 
calculations shall cause a lot from which such space was transferred 
to be in violation of this Ordinance. 

C. Except as may be permitted in D, below, no lot created after the 
adoption date of this Ordinance shall have a depth exceeding four (4) 
times its width, as measured at the front lot line. 

D. In the RE District, the Board of Zoning Appeals, upon application, 
may permit a greater width to depth ratio. The greater ratio may be 
allowed where steep topography, unusual soil conditions, or drainage 
problems exist, or when a lot division meeting the required ratio 
would result in an unnecessary waste of land, create an unusual or 
odd-shaped lot, or prevent the reasonable use of the property. 

SECTION 2: Force and Effect 

Except as expressly set forth above, the Zoning Ordinance shall remain in full force 
and effect. 

SECTION 3: Conflicting Ordinances . All prior existing ordinances adopted by 
the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the provisions of 
this ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or inconsistency, 
hereby express repealed. 

SECTION 4: Effective Dat e. This ordinance shall take effect upon publication 
thereof in an official newspaper, which publication shall be made 
when the minutes passing the ordinance are published subject to 
revocation at will of the City of Romulus at any time.
